‘First trials of the rocket which it is 
hoped will reach the moon will be 
held carly this summer, it is announc- 
ed by Prof. Robert H. Goddard, of 
Clark University, the inventor. It 


‘will be designed so tt will give off a 


flash when it strikes that will be scen

The propelling force of the rocket 
will be smokeless “powder. Prof. 
Goddard explained that to\reach an 
altitude of 25 miles a rocket weighing

Canned Foods 
A’ Blessing 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 
An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


The canned food as we find it to- 
day is one of the important contribu- 
tions to modern civilization. The 
trouble with most of us is that we 
have grown so used to taking the can- 
ned food for granted that we neglect 
to sing its praise. 

I met a woman the other day at the 
market and she was purchasing eighty 
cents’ worth of fresh string beans. 
These had been shipped many miles 
to a northern market and were right- 
ly classed among the luxuries. 

“Why don’t you buy the canned 
ones?” I asked her. 

“I'd be afraid.” 

Once in a great while we do hear 
of unfortunate people made ill by 
indulging in some canned product. 
But careful investigation usually 
proves that cither it was of inferior 
quality or that it was food left in 
the can after it was opened. 

Once in a great while, we hear of 
folks’ made dangerously ill by a new- 
ly discovered bacteria causing what 
is known as “botulism.” If “this 
poison happens to be present in can- 
ned food, it can be absolutely des- 
troyed and the food made perfectly 
safe to eat by ten minutes boiling, the 
time to be counted from the time the 
food begins to boil. 

Some folks complain of foods tast- 
ing “canned.” This is due to the 
fact that during the process of can- 
ning all foods lose a certain amount 
of oxygen. It is partly due to the 
presence of this oxygen that foods 
have their characteristic fresh flavor. 
The oxygen, can, however, be restor- 
ed by absorption. 

Take a can of peas, for instance, 
After opening the can, turn the con- 
tents into a strainer and let the water 
run off. ‘Rinse the peas with fresh, 
cold running water. Spread the peas 
on a shallow dish and expose them 
to the fresh air for an hour, During 


this time they will become ~— re- 
oxygenated. 
When you wish to reheat, cover 


with fresh water in a saucepan, add a 
little salt and a very little sugar if 
the peas are a bit old, and reheat, boil- 
ing, if desired, gently, for ten min- 
utes. Add butter and pepper or, 
drain from the water and serve in a 
white sauce made by rubbing to- 
gether two level tablespoons cach 
of flour and butter and cooking this 
till thick in’ one cup of milk. Add 
one-half teaspoon of salt and a few 
grains of pepper. 

The use of white sauce with most 
any of the canned vegetables, not 
‘only “extends” the vegtable, but in- 
creases the food value. Besides, it 
is one of the many ways of putting 
extra milk, with all its wonderful 
propertics, into the diet. 

Of- course, with corn, it would be 
wasteful indeed to drain off the 
corn milk, From corn, however, one 
can make so many delightful dishes. 
It seems to be go cheap just now, 
too, Perhaps you will want to know 
how to prepare it in Creole style. 

Turn a can of corn out on to a dish 
and air it one hour or longer. Puta 
layer of corn in a baking dish, dredge 
it with flour, add a layer of finely 
chopped green pepper and then a lit- 
tle milk and seasoning. Continue 
the layers until all the corn“is used. 
Sprinkle a thick layer of grated 
cheese over the top and bake in a 
moderate oven about half an hour. 

You can use canned crab or lob- 
ster in salad or cocktail or any 
other dish and no one will ever sus- 
pect it is canned if you air it first. It 
is well to boil crab and lobster for 
ten minutes and then put it to air. 
Use only enough water to prevent 
burning and cover the saucepan. In 
this way no food value to amount to 
anything will be lost.
